We also un- 
derstand that much of tho improve- 
ment is our service—especially gun 
practice, and the president himself 
has truly said that the shots that 
hit are the shots that tell—Is due to 
the observations and studies made by 
our officers of the Japanese since our 
acquirement of thts Philippines. 


A famous admiral, at present, who 


took part in Dowey's celebrated at- 
tack 011 Manila was so impressed 
with the supeilority of the gun prac- 
tice of the Japanese, Ion? before tho 
Russian war, that ho made heroic 
efforts to have 
the 
brown 
men's 


methods adopted in our navy and 
felt a great sense of relief when this 
was done 
He has never hesitated to 


declare, since his service In the Phil- 
ippines and his investigntion of the 
Japanese na~\y, that the Japs could 
outshoot and 
therefore practically 


outfight any people in the world. 


All this does, not mean that the 


United States could not overcome 
Japan in naval warfare. 
Having 


more ships, more men 
and 
more 


money, undoubtedly we could: but, 
as the art of war and the efficiency 
of warriors stand today, "ship for 
ship and man for man," Is another 
question. 


Meanwhile, through tho realization 
by Its officers of its shortcomings 
and their incessant efforts to force 
improvements, the need of many of 
which have been learned from the 
Japanese, the ArnciJcan navy grows 
better and better. 
Let us keep on 


with the good work until wo nnf
